Winter Survival Tips from 
Emergency Management

Last winter — on Tuesday, January 
14, 1992 — 11 inches of snow fell in 
Romulus, and snow drifts piled even 
higher. The severe weather caught many 
people unprepared, and a few experi- 
enced hardship because of it. 

Can such an event occur again this 
winter? What would happen if we got a 
heavy snowfall of eight inches? Ten 
inches? More? What would happen if the 
temperatures dropped down to below 
zero formore than one day? What are we 
to do? 

Surviving the winter takes planning. 
Here are a few tips that can help. 

Dresswarmly inwinter storms. Wear 
layers of clothing that can be taken off as 
you get warm and put on again as you 
get chilly. 

Prepare acarsurvivalkit. Have flares, 
shovels, salt, ashes, a first-aid kit, a 
blanket, and extra boots handy. You never 
know when you will need any of these 
things. 

Travel with caution and plan your 
trips. Listen to the radio about road con- 
ditions and weather forecasts. 

Stock up on food supplies. When the 
forecast calls for a storm, make sure that 
you have bread, milk (canned or pow- 


der), and canned food. A nonperishable 
food supply with high energy value (pea- 
nut butter, raisins, etc.) and an ample 
amount of drinking water should be on 
hand. 

Take care of your health. Don't ne- 
glect yourself. Eating and dressing prop- 
erly can provide natural warmth. Well- 
balanced meals help the body produce 
its own heat, and several layers of cloth- 
ing provide increased protection. This is 
very important since Michigan's winter 
weather often fluctuates. 

Be sure that you have adequate 
medical supplies for the long winter 
ahead. Check with your doctor to see 
which medications might interfere with 
your body's temperature control, and 
take your temperature regularly. On a 
really cold day, you might not be as warm 
as you think. Hypothermia is particularly 
threatening to older adults. When a 
person's internal body temperature drops 
below 95°F, he or she can experience 
confusion, slurred speech, stiff muscles, 
orevenuncontrollable shivering. If symp- 
toms of hypothermia occur, results could 
be fatal. Be sure to check with your 
doctor immediately. 

Pace your outdoor activity if you 
must go outdoors and exert yourself in

Don't Blame Assessments for Tax Increases

(Editor's note: The purpose of the 
"Local Commentary” column is to give 
our Romulus readers a chance to sound 
off about various topics of concem to 
them and other members of the commu- 
nity. Opinions expressed in this column 
are not necessarily those of The Romu- 
lus News.) 

Contrary to popular belief, Michigan's 
property-assessment system is not de- 
fective, nor is it to blame for the annual 
increases in property taxes. Property 
assessments are the vehicle we use to 
distribute the burden of property taxes 
fairly among taxpayers based upon the 
value of the property owned by an indi- 
vidual or business. Your local assessor, 
mayor, or city council are not to blame for 
annual increases in taxes. The real cul- 
prit of tax increases, inmost cases, isthe 
over-reliance on property taxes to fund 
our public-education system. 

The Assessor, by State law, discov- 
ers, lists, and values all property in the 
City each year. That is, he discovers all 
taxable property, lists and records it, and 
appraises its value. His "bible" is the 
State's General Property Tax Law, laid 
down by the Legislators in Lansing. The 
City does not make the tax laws, but has 
the duty of administering and enforcing 
them. 

The Assessor is responsible for the 
task of determining the market value of 
all property in the City in a uniform man- 
ner, and neither sets tax rates nor col- 
lects taxes, but only determines the first 
variable in the tax equation: the value of 
property. If assessors failto perform their 


duties according to the law, the State of 


Michigan will revoke their certification to 
be an assessor. 

Is there anything wrong with every- 
one sharing the expense of government 
in proportion to the true value of their 
property? Whether there is or not, the 
law governs the Assessor's actions. 

The Assessor does not collect the 
tax or determine how muchtax is needed 
by government or schools. He does not 
determine how much taxes willbe or how 
they willbe spent, but merely records the 
basis for dividing and distributing gov- 
emment and school expenses. By the 
character of the Assessor's listing and 
appraising, he does decide in what pro- 
portion people pay, but not necessarily 
how much. In fact, the Assessor does not 
know how much money a local unit of 
government or school needs while he is 
performing his annual duties. 

While local government and schools 
are collecting the current year's taxes, 
the Assessor is already discovering, list- 


ing, and appraising property for next. 


year. Current year's assessments and 
taxes are already behind him. It is only 
after the Assessor has valued all prop- 
erty in his jurisdiction that the Schools, 
City, and County formulate their pro- 


jected revenue needs and determine how 
much of that revenue must come from 
the property tax. Once the property-tax 
revenue needs are determined, the tax 
rate is determined by dividing the rev- 
enue needed by the total assessed value 
of the City. This tax rate is what we call 
the millage rate, and, when applied to 
each individual assessment, determines 
what your individual tax bill will be. 

If annual assessment increases out- 
pace the revenue needs of the Schools 
orthe Community, then itis not unreason- 
able to expect the taxing body to reduce 
the millage rate to offset the increase in 
assessments. Assessments, however, 
are not adjustable in this manner; they 
are based on the current market value of 
property as mandated by State law. 

The elected officials of the School 
Board, City, and County are the people 
who determine the amount of taxes. The 
Assessor fixes no tax levies, nor does he 
seize property. Certainly, it is not the fault 
of the Assessor ihat the National ccst of 
our educational system has gone from 
$19 billion in 1960 to $198 billion today. 

The citizens of Michigan defeated 
Proposals A and C in this year's general 
election. This shouid not be construed as 
an indication that the taxpayer does not 
want tax reform. On the contrary, the 
taxpayers of Michigan are pretty smart 
people, and do not want just a superficial 
quick-fix, but meaningful property-tax 
relief, and not at the expense of public 
services or our children's education. 

Proposals A and C offered a short- 
term solution that would have devas- 
tated our school system and local gov- 
ernment in the long run. As an example, 
look at California's Proposition 13, which 
is very similar, yet superior, to Proposal 
C. California used to rank as one of the 
top educational systems in the Country. 
Now, years later, due to the enactment of 
Proposition 13, it ranks near the bottom. 

The 1992 assessment freeze gave 
us all a breather and allowed our state 
legislators time to get reelected. But they 
did not accomplish what the voters de- 
manded. Instead, they placed confusing 
and complicated issues onthe ballot and 
asked you, the voters, to do what they 
themselves have the responsibility to do. 

It is time for the public to demand 
that their state legislators make their 
number-one priority the fair and afford- 
able education of our children. It is time 
to stop blaming assessments for the 
large increases in taxes, which have 
been mainly caused by the explosive 
increase in the cost of our public-educa- 
tion system. 

As an assessor, | do not relish the 
prospect of double-digit assessment in- 
creases because of artificially low assess- 
ments due to the 1992 assessment 
freeze. | only ask that you consider this: 
What assessors do is in accordance 
with, and by the direction of, laws made 
by those people we elect to Lansing. 0

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Romulus Profile: Russell Lambert

Russ and Maria Lambert and their sons Eric, Julian, and Joseph

Romulus City Councilman Russ 
Lamberthas been hiynly involvedincom- 
munity service — both before and after 
his election to the Romulus City Council 
— but it's his family that's most important 
in his life. 

Recently, | had an opportunity to talk 
to the 43-year-old Lambert at his Romu- 
lus home. A very personable and down- 
to-earth individual, Lambert has been a 
Romulus resident since 1951. 

Said Lambert, "I'm not trying to be a 
millionaire, or any such thing; but | am 
striving for my three sons to have suc- 
cessful futures. 

"I've been very lucky,” he continued, 
"as | have an excellent and extremely 
loving wife in Maria. Overall, | intend to 
see the future of my kids and then to 
grow old with my wife.” 

Since his election to City Council in 
1989 and his subsequent reelection in 
1991, Lambert has initiated several Coun- 
cil achievements in his post. 

However, when asked to list his three 
most outstanding City Council achieve- 
ments, he said, "I really don't think of 
myself as an ‘achiever’ on the Council, 
but rather as a 'contributor.' There have 
been several issues that I've brought 
before Council, but, in the final analysis, 
it's all a team effort. The achievements 
come through the work of the City admin- 
istration as well as that of the Council as 
a whole.” 

He did, however, list a few of the 
projects for which he was a major con- 
tributor. First, he spoke to his involve- 
ment with Romulus’ recycling program. 

"In 1989," Lambert stated, "I first 
brought up the recycling issue to the 
Mayor. For years, though, | had been 





working on recycling on my own. In addi- 
tion to doing some surveys and studies, 
| was out every Saturday hauling recy- 
clable items and talking to a lot of my 
neighbors about recycling. 

"| feel," he added, "we need to deal 
with this problem because it relates to 
the entire ecology of the Earth. We need 
more laws regarding industrial waste, 
and we need a lot more people to be- 
come involved with this most serious 
matter." 

In the summer of 1989, a chemical- 
laden train passing through the City of 
Romulus became derailed and, accord- 
ing to Lambert, caused a major explo- 
sion. This experience led him to spear- 
head his second major contribution to 
City Council. 

"Although, fortunately, the chemicals 
later proved to be harmless," said Lam- 
bert, "it was, nevertheless, a huge scare 
for us. When things settled down, it be- 
came clear to me that we needed some 
sort of Citywide evacuation plan." 

Lambert explained that, at the time 
of the train derailment, the City immedi- 
ately called for the evacuation of all resi- 
dents within a one-half-mile radius of the 
mishap. However, with no official evacu- 
ation planin place, no one knewwhere to 
go. Also, within the potentially danger- 
ous zone, several family members be- 
came separated. 

"With a lot of help from the director of 
the Department of Emergency Manage- 
ment, Margaret Leduc," said the Coun- 
cilman, "I was able, in 1990, to initiate a 
City Council plan for possible future 
evacuations.” 

Lambert's third Council contribution 
is an ongoing affair—that of attempting to 
dealwith Detroit Metropolitan Airport and, 


therefore, Wayne County government. 

"Basically," explained Lambert, "the 
Airport will come to us and tell us what 
they're about to do. We have little, if any, 
input in the matter; they dictate to us 
what our actions should be." 

Airport expansion, Lambert added, 
is good. . . but only to a certain point. As 
the Airport supersedes the City with re- 
gard to planning and development, Lam- 
bert feels that the County-run facility now 
hinders the growth of Romulus. | asked 
him to comment. 

"Due to Airport expansion, several 
Romulus homes and businesses have 
had to relocate. Also, although there's 
still a lot of good land in Romulus, many 
developers are now hesitant to come 
here because of the Airport." 

Finishing up the political part of our 
conversation, | asked Lambert if he in- 
tended to run for reelection to Council in 
1993. 

Lambert replied, "I'll respond to the 
people if they want me to. My name's in 
the phonebook ang, if any resident wants 
to talk to me, he or she can call me 
anytime. | do intend to continue with the 
City Council and, with the job that | now 
have, I'll have even more freedom to 
devote more time to the Council." 

Bornin Detroit, Lambert and his fam- 
ily moved to Romulus when he was just 
two years old. After graduating from 
Romulus High School, Lambert entered 
the US Navy and, in Operational Naval 
Intelligence, served in Vietnam combat 
areas on two separate occasions. 

Upon his discharge from the Ser- 
vice, in 1973, Lambert took up residence 
in California. While there, he worked and 
attended the University of California at 
Berkeley and Laney Community College 
in Oakland, California. By this time, Lam- 
bert had married and his eldest son as 10 
years old. 

"In 1986," he stated, "it came to the 
point where, with my son Eric already in 
the fourth grade, Maria and | had to 
decide whether to stay in California or 
come back to Romulus." 

Fortunately for the City, the couple 
moved back to Romulus, where they're 
continually striving for the betterment of 
the community. Encouraged by family 
and friends, Lambert made his 1989 bid 
for the Romulus City Council, feeling it 
was there that he could most help his 
fellow Romulus residents. 

"Our family has always been politi- 
cally active," Lambert stated. “In fact, 
when|was elected to Council, my brother 
Alan was just finishing up his fourth term 
as a Councilman." 

Lambert has been in the construc- 
tion business for over 20 years. Re- 
cently, however, he landed a job with 
Ford Motor Company that he had been 
attempting to secure for the past four 


years. He now works in Ford's Product 
Testing Department, located at the 
Company's Dearborn Engineering and 
Research Laboratories facility. 

"| really enjoy it," smiled Lambert. 
"Mostly, | work with engineers. They'll 
come to us and tell us what they need. 
Then, it's up to us to find out how to get 
them to that particular point. It's all very 
‘high tech,' as we work mainly with com- 
puters and actual fabrication." 

Lambert's wife Maria has worked for 
Dennis Oakes, director of the City's Com- 
munity Development Department, for a 
number of years — well before Lambert 
was elected to City Council. Before start- 
ing a family, art was Maria's first love; 
currently, she does all the artwork for the 
City. And, said Lambert, she is very good 
at being a loving mother. 

At 16, the couple's oldest son, Eric, 
is a junior at Romulus High School. He 
enjoys sports equally as wellas academ- 
ics. Joseph, 14, is in the eighth grade at 
Romulus Junior High School. Creating 
and building things are his favorite pas- 
times. Presently "into" dinosaurs is seven- 
year-old Julian, who attends second 
grade at Barth Elementary School. 

As a family, the Lamberts enjoy fish- 
ing and scuba diving. Recently, Eric took 
his first "open water" test for the latter 
sport. 

When Lambert has some time for 
himself, he likes being, and doing things, 
outdoors. Also, he enjoys working with 
stained glass and silversmithing. 

As | talked to Lambert, it became 
apparent that he is, indeed, a good hus- 
band, a good father, and—regarding City 
Council — a good team-player. During 
Lambert's Council tenure, the City has 
achieved several important goals. Obvi- 
ously, one factor in these successes is 
Russ Lambert's willingness to be a"team 
member" of City government. Ithas been 
to the community's benefit that the Lam- 
berts decidedto move "home" when they 
did. Q

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Failure To Respond To Suit 
May Result in Default Judgment

Q. | was sued in the local district 
court and failed to respond to the suit. 
There is now a default judgment entered 
against me. Is there anything | can do to 
remove this judgment? 

A. A defendant must serve and file 
an answer to a suit within 21 days after 
service of the summons and a copy of 
the complaint on him or her. If service is 


made outside the State, or if service is © 


accomplished by certified mail, the de- 
fendant has 21 days to answer. 
In an ordinary suit, no judgment will 
be rendered until after there has been a 
full hearing in court. However, if the de- 
fendant does not answer the complaint, 
a default judgment may be entered 
against him or her without any hearing. 
When properly entered, a default judg- 
ment is just as binding upon the parties 
as a judgment entered after a hearing. 
If a defendant wishes to remove a 
default judgment and proceed to court 
for the purpose of having a hearing, the 
defendant must file a motion to set aside 
default judgment. As a general rule, the 
defendant has 21 days after the default 
judgment has been entered to file his or 
her motion. Assuming a timely motion 
has been filed, the defendant must sat- 
isfy three conditions: 
* the defendant must show good cause 
to support the granting of the motion; 
* the defendant must show that he has 
a defense to the complaint; and 
* the defendant must sign an affidavit 
‘stating his defense. 
When the motion has been filed, the 
judge will decide whether or not to set 
aside the default judgment. 0

Teen Talk: Health 


Help Teens Find Alternatives to Violence

In 1987 (according to information 
cited in Fateful Choices, a new book 


published by the Carnegie Council on. 


Adolescent Development), the National 
Center for Health Statistics reported that 
homicide was the third leading cause of 
death for persons 10 to 19 years of age. 
Inthat same year, one of sixteen adoles- 
cents was a victim of violent crime — a 
total of 1,728,120, or 6.2% of the age 
groups, according to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

Frightening statistics? Something 
that only happens somewhere else? Not 
our problem? 

The events of the past several 
months — including the Rodney King 
incident and subsequent rioting in Los 
Angeles, and the more recent killing of 
Malice Green in Detroit — have high- 
lighted, for many, the pervasiveness of 
violence in our society. Why, we ask 
ourselves, is conflict dealt with by strik- 
ing back, fighting, arguing, even gunfire 
and murder? What is going wrong that so 
many young people react with violence 
to a negative situation? 

We shouldn't let go of the fact that 
the majority of teens are law-abiding and 
nonviolent. They want to go about their 
business in peace. Yet itis abhorrent that 
teens are continually exposed to the 
violence and the gunfire that threaten 
their peace of mind and their very lives. 
lt should be intolerable to all of us that, in 
our society, some of its members should 
be atsuch serious risk; that young people, 
instead of looking forward to growing up, 
must concentrate on trying to survive a 

_ violent environment. 

Drugs and gangs are surely major 
factors in the spreading epidemic of vio- 
lence among young people, but there 
are other factors to consider. The disinte- 
gration of the family and the trials of 


poverty are also significant. Perhaps even 
more important is the fact that we live in 
a society that condones — even pro- 
motes — conflict resolution through wars 
and violent confrontations; such practice 
is sanctioned by our media, as well. 
What can we expect our children to do in 
response to conflict when we, as a Soci- 
ety and government, settle differences 
by ordering combat troops armed with 
guns and missiles to do a job that might 
best be settled by the two sides sitting 
down and talking? 

We must help young people find 
alternative solutions to conflict. We must 
guide them to dealing with their differ- 
ences in peaceful ways, rather than in 
violent ways. We must provide these 
young people with a vision of themselves 
and their lives that goes beyond today, 
that brings into focus a wider horizon and 
vision of their own potential. We must 
stop the violence. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Centeris locatedin Romulus High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. The Center 
serves Romulus residents — students 
and nonstudents — between the ages of 
10 and 21, and special-education stu- 
dents to age 26. Children to age five can 
receive immunizations. Blue Cross, Medi- 
caid, and private insurances are accept- 
ed. Fees are affordable and vary accord- 
ing to the patient's ability to pay. No one 
is denied services if unable to pay. Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
a consent form for their child to be seen 
at the Center. Call 941-1400 for appoint- 
ments or information. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center Advisory Council meets at the 
High School on the fourth Thursday of 
each month at 2:30 p.m. These meetings 
are open to the public.

Parenting “TIPS” 


Choosing the Best Words with Children

communications information provided by 
PARLAY INTERNATIONAL, Emeryville, 
California 

Sometimes the "generation gap" be- 
tween parents and children confuses or 
frustrates both sides. Here are some 
suggestions for positive ways to relate to 
your child in these situations. 

Choosing neutral words that don't 
force the child to take a defensive posi- 
tion sometimes helps. Kids are particu- 
larly sensitive about the way they ex- 
press themselves — through their dress, 
their taste in music, and their friends. 
Imagine your daughter coming home 
with seven earrings in one ear, blasting 
heavy-metaltunes. Some frustrated par- 
ents may respond, "You look ridiculous! 
And turn that horrible noise off!" While 
this may be true, the response is nega- 
tive and judgmental. It puts down her 
individuality. Instead, a parent may just 
want to acknowledge what's going on, 
but give the responsibility back to the 
child. For instance, a parent could ask 
calmly, "What does it mean to wear seven 
earrings?" or "What do people say when 
they see you?" The idea is to choose 
words and an attitude that encourages 
the child to evaluate her behavior her- 
self, not make her defensive. 

A good way to express yourfeelings 
is to outline what will happen when your 
child behaves acertain way. For example, 


if your young son likes to bite, instead of 
scolding him repeatedly, you could say, 
"Biting is not accepted, and if you. con- 
tinue to bite people, other kids will be 
afraid of you and not want to play with 
you." This is a very matter-of-fact ap- 
proach, and it helps a child make the 
decision to continue or stop the behavior. 

If your child's behavior is not interfer- 
ing with the ability to be successful, or it 
doesn't hurt anyone, let it go. It might be 
helpful to ask yourself why the behavior 
bothers you. Limits of acceptable behav- 
ior are different from family to family and 
from parent to parent, according to indi- 
vidual values. When the child's behavior 
becomes destructive, professional help 
may be needed. Use your understand- 
ing of your children and their generation 
or situations to decide when things have 
gotten out of hand. Then, you'll know 
when counseling is necessary.

Bennett Daniel Dugan 


Bennett Daniel Dugan of Romulus, 
Michigan, died on Tuesday, November 
17, 1992. He was 64 years old. 

Dugan, who was born in Wyandotte, 
Michigan, on April 26, 1928, was some- 
thing of a legend in Romulus. When he 
graduated from Romulus High School in 
1946 as president of his class, Dugan did 
so with 16 varsity letters to his credit — 
four each in football (played cuarter- 
back), basketball (captain of the team; 
scored a Huron League record of 32 
points in one game), baseball (played 
both infield and outfield; also took an 
occasional turn onthe mound), and track 
(held school recordin pole vault; also ran 
dashes). Nor were these the only sports 
in which this natural athlete excelled. 

He gained hero status just a few 
years later, when, at the age of 21, he 
saved the life of a two-year-old boy who 
had fallen head-first into a rain barrel. 
Dugan happened to be on the scene of 
Paul Bauer's near-drowning because his 
employer, Michigan Bell, had assigned 


him to remove a telephone from the 
home of the Bauers, who were moving. 
Nearly 43 years later, in June 1992, he 
was reunited with Paul Bauer, who told 
Dugan that, if not for him, he "would 
never have knownwhatlife was all about." 
Dugan is survived by his wife, 
Genevieve |. (Renke) Dugan, whom he 
married in St. Aloysius Church (Romu- 
lus, Ml) on November 26, 1949; two 
sons, Daniel Ray Dugan (Gregory, MI) 
and Robert P. Dugan (New Boston, MI); 
two daughters, Mrs. Dale (Patricia) 
Twitchell and Mrs. Matthew (Sharon) 
Raftary (both of Romulus, Ml); two broth- 
ers, Harold Dugan (Belleville, MI) and 
Gerald Dugan (Romeo, MI); and three 
grandchildren. He was precededin death 
by his sister Evelyn in May 1992. 
Funeral services were held on Sat- 
urday, November 21, at Crane Funeral 
Home (Romulus, Ml), with Reverend u.D. 
Landis of Community United Methodist 
Church (Romulus, MI) officiating.
